him to compare his farm with other 
farms of the same and of different 
soils. 
The soil survey report shows 
him the meaning of the comparison 
and a basis for working out a system 
of management that will be profitable 
and at the same time conserve the 
fertility of his soil. To the investor, 
banker, real estate dealer, or rpiiyray 
official, it furnishes a basis for the 
determination of land values. 
To the scientific investigator <»it 
furnishes a foundation knowledge of 
the soil on which can be based plans 
for its improvement and further in­ 
vestigation by experiment. 
To the 
colonist it furnishes a reliable de­ 
scription of the soil.

appear that the United States has not 
been consistent in refraining 
from 
an attempt to break the British block­ 
ade of German ports and yet deter< 
mined to check the ruthless subma­ 
rine campaign of the Kaiser. 
For the information of all realera 
Who are not thoroughly informed as 
to international laws 
governing 
a 
Wbekade, the Daily reproduces below 
an article appearing in 
the 
New 
New York World that is especially 
fBumfnatlng. 
Says the World: 


Merchant ships that seek 
to 
evade blockade are 
warned 
by 
British cruisers and subjected to 
vl*« rod search. 
Their identity 
and stains are legally establish­ 
ed by thotr nepers. 
They 
are 
not attacked unless they resist or 
attempt to escape. 
When th^y 
are turned back from th^ block­ 
ade 
lines they are taken to a 
r British port and sent before a 
British prize hburt to be judged 
according to the law of the realrti. 
Passenger and crews are not mur­ 
dered. No property is destroyed. 
The owners of the ship may ap­ 
peal to their government 
from 
the ruling of the court, and their 
government will interpose to ob­ 
tain redress from a wrongful de­ 
cision. 
At worst, nothing is in­ 
volved btt property damages, and 
for unjust property datnagefc ade­ 
quate compensation 
is 
always 
possible. 
All of these elements are ab­ 
sent from the German submarine 
campaign 
as 
now 
conducted. 
There is no blockade and no at­ 
tempt to maintain 
a 
blockade. 
Ships entering an arbitrary zone 
are sunk without warning. Their 
passengers and crews are mas­ 
sacred. No effort is made to de­ 
termine the status of the ship or 
the character of its cargo. There 
are no prize court 
proceedings 
until the ship has been destroyed 
and the massacre of the defense­ 
less non-combatants 
has 
been 
consummated.

this wrong 
there is no Vedress, for even the 
Imperial government

pretend that It can raise ships, 
that are lying at the bottom of 
the ocean or restore the dead to 
life.
